Weston’s forces moved forward and 
ordered the laborers to leave; the latter 
refused to go, and after threatening 
demonstrations, the attacking party 
raised their guns and fired.

Attempted Riot. 
BinmineuamM, Ala., Nov. 27. 

Hearing of threats of lawlessness by 
negroes in this city, the Mayor last 
night ordered out two militia com- 
panies to protect the town. The 
negroes are much incensed, and 
threaten retaliation for the lynching of 
Lewis Houston, who attempted to out- 
rage a White lady Thursday night. 
They charge that the jailor willingly 
surrendered bis prisoner to the mob, 
and that the authorities neglected to 
take any measures to prevent the 
lyncbing. Early last night groups of 
negroes in different places were heard 
o threaten to burn the jail and the 
house of.the woman who identified 
Lewis Houston as her assailant. By 
10 o’elock the negroes had entirely 
disappeared from the streets, and none 
could be found at places where they 
usually congregate. No services were 
held at any of their churches, The 
military remained on duty all night. 
A mounted Gatling gun stands to-day 
on one of the principal streets. The 
intended victim of Houston is a 
Northern lady recently come to live 
bere, 


A Miners’ Strike—The Murrysville 
Riot. 
PrTTrsnure, Pu., November 27. 

Four hundred miners at the Gamble 
and Richers mines, struck against a 
reduction of wages. 

Intelligence from Murrysville reports 
everyting comparatively quiet. The 
Weston forces surreadered to the 
Sheriff, but soon found they were offi- 
cers and at 8 o'clock the prisoners 
made a break for liberty and fourteen 
escaped, Warrants were issued for 
the arrest of the whole Weston party. 
They are charged with murder, The 
inquest is now in progress. 

Thie morning fifteen armed men, 
belonging to the Weston force, arrived 
and are now on the ground, but have 
not attempted any violence. Fourteen 
of Weston’s men who participated in 
the riot, were arrested end taken to 
Greensburg, where they are to be 
given a hearing this afternoon. Both 
claimants have been notified to keep 
of the grounds.
